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Diehl Outlines Plan for 50-State Commems 


A merica is less than a year 
away from an event that many 
numismatists thought they would 
never see — new designs for a circu- 
lating coin. Beginning in 1999 and 
continuing for the next 10 years, the 
reverse of the Washington quarter 
will feature impressions commemo- 
rating each of the 50 states. United States Mint Director 
Philip N. Diehl talked about these coins and the hobby at 
an ANA Town Hall meeting held at the Florida United 
Numismatists (FUN) convention in January. 

“This is the most important event in American numis- 
matics since the founding of the Mint [in 1792],” Diehl 
said. “It is an unsurpassed opportunity to ensure the life, 
vigor and expansion of the hobby.” 

Citing Treasury Department surveys that found “most 
people” will collect full sets, Diehl said the Mint is look- 
ing into a variety of ways to offer these quarters as such. 
He notes that offering too many sets, as was seen in the 
1995-96 Olympic coin program, will be avoided. 

“We [the Mint] and you will be exploring ways to get 
publicity for this program and coin collecting,” Diehl ex- 
plained. “There are certainly more opportunities than we 
at the Mint can take advantage of alone. The difficulty 
will be picking ones that support our long-term goals, 
which includes growth of the hobby. It would be a shame 
that the only thing we accomplish at the end of the 10- 
year program is that we made some money.” 

Diehl talked about the policy established by Secretary 
of the Treasury Robert Rubin for selecting designs for 
these new quarters. Each year, five different reverse de- 
signs, emblematic of the states, will be introduced in the 
order in which the states ratified the Constitution or were 
admitted to the Union. Each state’s governor will provide 
the Mint with three to five design concepts or themes rep- 
resentative of his or her state. After review by the Mint for 
appropriateness — that is, no portrait of any person living 
or dead — and suitability for coining, the designs will be 
examined by the United States Commission of Fine Arts. 
Rubin’s office then will return the approved designs to the 
governors for final selection. The hobby, he adds, can 


help initially at the state level. 

Diehl noted that the time line is 
“very short” to develop designs for 
the first five quarters, to be issued in 
1999 — Delaware, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Georgia and Connecticut. 
Designs for Delaware are due by 
June, the other four by July. Mint- 
ing will begin by September or October, he said. The 
lead time for the other states is about 1 8 months prior to 
issue. The remaining 45 quarters will be issued in the fol- 
lowing order: 

• 2000 — ^Massachusetts, Maryland, South Carolina, 
New Hampshire and Virginia. 

• 2001 — New York, North Carolina, Rhode Island, 
Vermont and Kentucky. 

• 2002 — Tennessee, Ohio, Louisiana, Indiana and 
Mississippi. 

• 2003 — Illinois, Alabama, Maine, Missouri and 
Arkansas. 

• 2004 — Michigan, Florida, Texas, Iowa and 
Wisconsin. 

• 2005 — California, Minnesota, Oregon, Kansas and 
West Virginia. 

• 2006 — Nevada, Nebraska, Colorado, North Dakota 
and South Dakota. 

• 2007 — ^Montana, Washington, Idaho, Wyoming 
and Utah. 

• 2008 — Oklahoma, New Mexico, Arizona, Alaska and 
Hawaii. 

“We will start by minting 250 million pieces for each 
state and then see what the demand is,” Diehl said. 
“We’re anticipating that the minting will be split equally 
between Denver and Philadelphia, and the distribution 
will remain the same. However, once we stop producing a 
state’s quarter, it will not be struck again. 

“People like a treasure hunt, and this program will pro- 
vide interesting pocket change for the next 30 years,” 
Diehl concluded. “Coin collecting will always be around. 
It has stood the test of time.” •

From a purely investment stand- 
point, based on gold content alone, I 
would rank the K-rand as the best 
choice. However, on the selling side, 
when one wants to “cash in,” so to 
speak, my experience is that bullion 
dealers offer less for the Krugerrand.

It is 
pretty nasty stuff, and I tried several 
methods to get rid of it until some- 
one told me to try WD-40. It works, 
and I have used it for several other 
removal tasks. Of course, I recom- 
mend it be applied with a cotton 
swab and tested on a small spot be- 
fore using it extensively on a slab. 
Hope this little hint is helpful.

Member Defends Commemorative 
Quarters and New Dollar Coin 

A December 16 editorial published 
in the Wilmington, North Carolina, 
Morning Star (“No Good Reason to 
Change Our Change”) questioned 
the need for the 50 States commem- 
orative quarters, as well as a new 
dollar coin.

“Coins [also] are a reflection of 
the greatness of our country. Wash- 
ington will remain the father of our 
country whether he graces a quarter, 
a piece of currency or ... a food 
stamp. Our coinage designs are due 
for a change, one that will be benefi- 
cial not only . . . that one more per- 
son may be enticed to collect coin- 
age from change, but [also] to the 
end that someone in a land far from 
here may one day see such a coin 
and desire the freedoms as expressed 
from the ‘land of the free and the 
home of the brave.’”

The Portuguese State Mint recently 
released the eighth series in its 
“Coins of Discovery” program, 
which commemorates the accom- 
plishments of Portugal’s “Golden 
Age of Discovery” 500 years ago. 
The four coins in Series VIII — legal- 
tender 200 escudos — recognize the 
role of Portuguese religious missions 


counter between east and west. 

The first coin honors St. Francisco 
Xavier (1506-52), a Spanish priest in- 
strumental in creating the Jesuit or- 
der, who participated in missions to 
eastern Asia and Japan. The second 
coin is dedicated to Luis Frois (1532- 
97), a Jesuit missionary and writer 
who was the first Western historian 
of Japan. The third piece pays tribute 
to Blessed Jose de Anchieta (1534- 
97), a Jesuit teacher known as the 
“Apostle of Brazil,” who studied and 
wrote several works in Tupi, the local 
language. The fourth coin remem- 
bers Brother Bento de G6is (1562- 
1607), a Jesuit priest and former sol- 
dier who was the first Portuguese to 
find a land route to China.

A numismatic initiative

President Bill Clinton has signed 
the long-awaited bill authorizing 
changes to the United States cir- 
culating dollar coin. This offers a 
chance to design a coin that will 
look entirely different from the 
Susan B. Anthony (SBA) dollar, 
which was rejected by the public. 

Treasury officials estimate that 
the present supply of SBA dollars 
will run out sometime next year 
or in 2000. Mint Director Philip 
Diehl has reported that although 
it will take 24 to 30 months to 
design and produce an accept- 
able new coin, he is confident 
the job can be finished by the 
time more are needed. 

The choice of design is up 
to Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert Rubin. Proposals include 
a head of Liberty, the Statue of 
Liberty, and one or more famous 
American women. Of course, 
many activist groups have their 
special themes, but Secretary 
Rubin has made it clear he wants 
something that will be significant 
to all Americans. 

Redesigning the dollar coin 
presents a unique opportunity to 
incorporate an element of peace. 
It is up to all of us to keep the 
message of peace fresh in the 
minds of those who will be mak- 
ing decisions in the design 
process. You can be an impor- 
tant part of this effort by con- 
tacting your congressmen and 
Secretary Rubin.

Bet that you can remove a dollar bill 
from under a bottle without touching 
or upsetting the bottle.

Rubin Announces 
Design Selection Process 
for State Quarters 

The Fifty States Commemorative 
Coin Program Act (Public Law 105- 
124), signed into law on December 
1, calls for issuance of a new series of 
circulating commemorative quarters. 
President George Washington will 
grace the common obverse, while 
the reverses will feature designs em- 
blematic of each of the 50 states. 


The law provides for the release of 
five 25-cent pieces each year, begin- 
ning in 1999, in the order the states 
ratified the United States Constitu- 
tion or were admitted to the Union. 

Treasury Secretary Robert E. Ru- 
bin noted, “This is a unique op- 
portunity for the federal and state 
governments to join together in 
honoring each state and its contribu- 
tions to the Union.” 

According to Rubin, the process 
of design selection will proceed 
as follows: 

• The governor of each state will 
provide the United States Mint with 
a minimum of three and a maximum 
of five design concepts or themes 
representative of his or her state. 
The governor will decide the proc- 
ess for identifying these concepts. 

• The Mint will review the con- 


cepts for appropriateness and coin- 
ability. The United States Commis- 
sion of Fine Arts and the Citizens 
Commemorative Coin Advisory 
Committee will be consulted. 

• Candidate designs then will be 
sent to the Treasury Secretary for 
his review and approval. 

• The Mint will return the Treas- 
ury Secretary’s approved designs to 
the governors for the states’ final de- 
sign selections. 

• Each governor will determine 
his or her state’s final design selec- 
tion process within a specified time 
frame. Once chosen, the states will 
return their final designs to the 
Treasury Department for the ap- 
proval of the Treasury Secretary. 

Citizens should direct their sug- 
gestions for coin designs to gover- 
nors of the appropriate states. •

The Indian Head 
Cent of 1877 

Limited distribution and massive remelting seem to 
account for the scarcity of proof and business-strike 
examples of this key date.

This 1877 cent is the finest known business strike, graded Mint State 
(MS)-66 RD by the Professional Coin Grading Service, richardsnow 


^ HE 1877 IS the key date in the popular Indian Head 
cent series and often the last glaring vacancy in a collec- 
tion. Many diligent numismatists are confounded in their 
attempts to capture this coin, even if they can afford to 
purchase it. When finally found, examples usually are dis- 
appointing. Many exhibit weak strike; even more have been cleaned and 
artificially colored. Plain and simple, the 1877 Indian Head cent is very 
hard to locate. 

All 852,500 cents bearing the 1877 date were minted between January 
4 and January 25 of that year. Except for proofs, the Mint struck no 3- 

or 5-cent pieces in 1877. Why was the 

production of minor coinage so low for 
this year? Did the Mint run out of cop- 
per and nickel? Was the demand for 
small coinage limited? History shows 
that 1875 through 1877 were years of 
some economic hardship. The post- 
Civil War boom in the North had run 
out of steam, and the nation’s economy 
was depressed. Was this to blame for 
the low production? 

For the answer, we must look back to 
the Mint Acts of 1864 and 1871. The 
Act of April 22, 1864, made the use of 
private copper tokens illegal and au- 
thorized the Mint to strike bronze 1- 
and 2-cent pieces. All the copper and 
copper-nickel cents minted prior to

passage of this act had no legal-tender limit — they didn’t need one be- 
cause of their high intrinsic value. However, when the cent’s composi- 
tion was changed to bronze, the value of its metal content fell far below 
its face value for the first time in United States history. In the eyes of 
Congress, the new coin needed official, but limited, legal-tender status, 
making it good in payment only for transactions up to 10 cents. 

With its limited value as legal tender, the cent proved a burden on 
merchants and banks, as well as the public. There was nowhere people 
could go to exchange accumulations of minor coins for their full value. 
This problem brought about the Act of March 3, 1871, which basically 
enabled the Mint to accept bronze cents, 2 -cent pieces, and nickel 3- and 
5 -cent pieces at face value in any quantity. Coins flooded the Mint, 
where they were melted and made into new ones. Many cents dated 
1864-70 met their fate in this huge meltdown. Circulation of the newly 
minted 1871-73 cents was limited: once released in commerce, they soon 
found their way to the banks, where they were immediately shipped back 
to the Mint and melted. 

By 1874 someone got the bright idea to re-release old cents and minor 
nickel coins rather than melting them, allowing them to be issued along 
with new coins. These redemptions and reissues were noted in a separate 
Mint ledger entitled “Record of Minor Coins Redeemed.” 

As noted, in 1875-77 the country was in the midst of an economic de- 
pression, so the need for coinage diminished. In addition, tough times 
may have forced some people to redeem large quantities of minor coins. 
The banks, in turn, sent these coins back to the Mint. In 1877 the Mint 
was swimming in old cents, which it simply reissued as needed. Thus, 
although the issuance of coinage during this time did not slow down

appreciably, the production of new coinage did. A combination of low 
demand and a high influx of redeemed coins precipitated the low 
mintage of 1877 Indian Head cents. 

Collectors intent on getting shiny, new Indian Head cents from local 
banks in 1877 were out of luck. Fewer than 1 in 10 banks received ship- 
ments, the majority getting the old, reissued coins. 

Proof Issues 

No PRECISE MINTAGE figure exists for the proof 1877 Indian Head 
cent, but enough information is available to make an educated guess. 
It is known that 510 “silver” sets were sold, which included five silver 
coins (trade dollar, half dollar, quarter, 20-cent piece and dime), two 
nickel coins (3- and 5 -cent pieces) and the cent. About 400 additional 
“nickel” sets were struck featuring just the cent and two nickel coins; of 
those, 260 were mailed out, with the unknown remainder sold over the 
counter in Philadelphia. 

Based on these figures, the total mintage of proof 1877 Indian Head 
cents is estimated to be 910; however, since only 260 nickel sets were 
mailed out, possibly only 770 cents were sold. The leftover cents possi- 
bly were melted, although I believe they were released into circulation. 

The overall quality of 1877 proof Indians is moderate, with “full red” 
examples being very difficult to find. Most specimens display light hair- 
lines from the improper use of brushes during the mid 1900s to remove 
excess dust and dirt. In general, coins exhibit olive-brown toning, with 
very streaky coloring on many. 

Proof 1877 Indian Head cents always have commanded larger premi- 
ums than other proof cents of similar rarity (such as the 1876). However, 
they are not as desirable as mint-state examples in 
the same grades, as more hobbyists collect uncir- 
culated rather than proof Indians. The number of 
extant proofs is very close to the original mintage. 
About 300 have survived unimpaired; another 
500 may exist as cleaned, re-toned, circulated or 
otherwise impaired specimens. 


Business Strikes 

Any casual collector can tell you that 
1877 is a desirable date in the Indian Head cent 
series, as is readily revealed by its low mintage. 
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1 877 Indian Head Cent Die Pairings 


In 1870 THE reverse of the Indian Head cent was revised by strengthening the N in ONE. Coins struck from the 
old dies (the product of what Q. David Bowers has denoted as ‘‘Hub C”) show a “shallow N,” while those made from 
the new dies (“Hub D”) exhibit a “bold N.” Cents dated 1870, 1871, 1872, 1873 and 1877 exhibit both versions. 

Three reverse dies are known to have been used in the production of proof 1877 Indian Head cents. Each fea- 
tures a bold N in ONE, which identifies the dies as products of Hub D. On the other hand, only one reverse die is 
known to have been used in the manufacture of business-strike cents. It is characterized by a shallow N in ONE, 
making it the product of Hub C. The dates on both proof and business-strike cents were hand-punched into the ob- 
verse die, thus the position of the numerals varies. 

Letters in parentheses indicate the position of the left serif of the base of the numeral 1 in the date in relation 
to the denticles along the rim: (B) ~ between denticles, (LE) = left edge of denticle, (LH) = left half of denticle, 
(C) = center of denticle, (RH) = right half of denticle, and (RE) = right edge of denticle. 

PROOF ISSUES 

PR-1 

Moderate to exceptional quality; may constitute about 50 percent of surviving specimens. 

Obv.: Die 1: (LH). Date equally spaced. 

Rev,: Die 1872A, Hub D: Defective die in use beginning in 1872 with bulging right pennant on T. Die State 2: 
Repolished after 1876 usage. Diagonal die line visible from top of C in CENT to base of O in ONE. Some 
leaves merge into field at 3 o’clock. 

PR-2 

Usually exceptional quality; may constitute about 30 percent of surviving specimens. 

Obv.: Die 2: (B). 77 closely spaced. Small lumps on first 7 and on neck. 

Rev.: Die A, Hub D. No die markers noted. 

PR-3 

Usually substandard quality; may constitute about 20 percent of surviving specimens (scarcest die pair). Most 
coins have weak denticles and prooflike fields, likely because coins were struck once rather than twice. Small 
group shows evidence of light circulation; no doubt some early owners spent them after obtaining better examples. 
These are easily confused with true mint-state examples, which feature Hub C reverse. 

Obv.: Die 3: (LE). Date equally spaced. Small, raised lumps on neck caused by rust on die. 

Rev.: Die B, Hub D. Minute, diagonal die crack in denticles just above 9 o’clock. 

BUSINESS STRIKES 

S-1 

Usually slightly weak to very weak on right side of both obverse and reverse because of skewed dies; may constitute 
about 70 percent of surviving specimens. 

Obv.: Die 4: (C). Date closely spaced; 1 and 8 just touch. Early die state shows no die cracks and normally is well 
struck. Die State 2: die crack from denticles, between U in UNITED and 1 in date. 

Rev.: Die C, Hub C. Small die dot on E in ONE, near base. Die State 1: no clash marks. Die State 2: single, light 
clash mark. 

S-2 

Usually well struck; may constitute about 30 percent of surviving specimens. 

Obv.: Die 5: (LH). Date loosely spaced. Raised die dot at junction of hair and neck just above ribbon. Die State 2: 

die crack from denticles below 1 in date through last 7. 

Rev.: Die C, Hub C. Die State 2: same as that used for S-1 . Die State 3: multiple, light clash marks. 
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Because dates were punched 
into the dies by hand, place- 
ment of numerals may vary. 
Date position can be described, 
more or less, by the place- 
ment of the first numeral in 
relation to the denticles along 
the rim. For the specimen 
above, the left serif of the base 
of the numeral is centered 
over the left half (LH) of the 
denticle. (See the table on 
page 27 1 for further details.)

Prior to 1920, a great many 1877 Indian Head cents were melted. (Ac- 
cording to research by authors Larry Steve and Kevin Flynn, more than 
60 million cents, primarily the Indian Head type, were redeemed and 
melted between 1890 and 1916.) By the mid 1940s, few, if any, examples 
could be found in circulation. 

Most business-strike cents went right into circulation and stayed there 
for many years. It was only in the 1920s and ’30s that collector demand 
for the date increased; up to that time, most hobbyists were satisfied 
with having only proof examples in their collections. 

As demand for circulated specimens rose, so did the prices charged by 
dealers. After World War II, dealers offered 1877 Indian Head cents in 
Fine condition for $10 each, mirroring the great difficulty they had find- 
ing this date for their inventories. In the 1960s, unscrupulous coin 
“processors” took nice, original Very Fine and Extremely Fine cents, 
brushed them to a bright red with steel wool or wire brushes, and sold 
them as Brilliant Uncirculated coins at discount prices. Consequently, 
what is left for today’s collectors is a tremendous number of “problem” 
coins and cleaned specimens. Mint-state originals number some 400, 
with probably another 500 cleaned or otherwise impaired coins. No 
original full rolls have ever come to light; however a half roll was pieced 
out and slowly placed on the market in 1993-94. 

As noted, all regular-issue 1877 Indian Head cents were struck using 
one reverse die. The diamond pattern in the lower ribbon on the head- 
dress was faint on the obverse die, making Extremely Fine or About 
Uncirculated specimens with “full diamonds” rather difficult to find. A 
majority of coins were weakly struck, also causing problems for collec- 
tors. There are no varieties of interest known for this year.

Counterfeit Cents 

I ESTIMATE THAT at least 1,000 counterfeit 1877 Indian 
Head cents have been detected or are lurking in collections 
or dealers’ inventories. Most of them range in grade from Fine 
to About Uncirculated. 

According to J.P. Martin of the ANA Authentication Bu- 
reau, most 1877 cent alterations and struck counterfeits bear 
the “bold N” reverse. However, there is a remote possibility 
that a suspect coin could be a circulated proof. Therefore, 
the “bold N” is not an exclusive diagnostic. 

Counterfeits tend to display wire rims and squared-off 
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The best defense against purchasing a counterfeit 
1877 Indian Head cent is to familiarize yourself with 
the characteristics of genuine pieces. 



(or prooflike) edges because of the greater pressure used to strike them. 
In the process of transferring the coin’s design to the dies, detail was 
lost; increasing the striking pressure improved what little of the design 
remained. The added pressure forced the planchet metal between the 
die and the collar, resulting in a wire rim. Since proof specimens were 
struck under great pressure, they too exhibit wire rims. 

The best defense against purchasing a counterfeit 1877 Indian Head 
cent is to familiarize yourself with the characteristics of genuine pieces. 
A little basic knowledge about die- and coin-making also helps. Buy only 
from reputable dealers, and don’t purchase any coin that is in the least 
way suspicious. •

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Treasure of Xerxes 

Huge Hoard of Silver Buried circa 450 BC 


And now, as he looked and saw the whole Hellespont covered with the 
vessels of his fleet and all the shore and every plain about Abydos as full 
as possible of his men, Xerxes congratulated himself upon his good 
fortune; but after a little while he wept. His uncle Artabanus, who was 
with him at the time, asked about this strange expression of contradictory 
feelings. 7 was thinking,' Xerxes replied, 'and it came into my mind how 
pitifutly short human life is...'

( [ his;moment in history described by the ancient historian 
IHbrdiifctus was perhaps one of the greatest military 
undfertakings in history given the current technology. The 
accounts relate that the great Persian king Xerxes amassed an 
army of 1,700,000 men for his invasion of Greece in 480 BC. 

An entire city was needed to feed the army just two meals, and 
an entire river ran dry when they drank. And, huge quantities 
of silver coins were struck to finance the massive military 
payroll and all the expenses of huge military operations. The 
Hellespont was the waterway, at least a mile wide, connecting 
the Black Sea and the Mediterranean Sea and separating 
Europe from Asia Minor. In order to move his vast army, Xerxes 
commanded his engineers, mostly Phoenecians and Egyptians, 
to build a bridge. To do this, 674 ships were tied together in a 
double row and planks were laid over the decks. The planks 
were covered with brushwood and dirt to create a road. Xerxes 
invaded Greece and very nearly succeeded in conquering the 
civilized world. 

As the Persians moved through northern Greece, they were 
met at the pass of Thermopylae, where 300 Spartans led by 
Leonidas fought to the last man, and successfully delayed the 
Persian advance long enough for the Greek cities to prepare. 
Although Xerxes captured Athens, the Athenians had fled with 
their fleet to the nearby island of Salamis where the Persian 
fleet was defeated by the more experienced Athenian navy. 

The army of the allied Greek city-states, led by Spartans was 
able to defeat the Persian army at Plataea in 479 BC and 
effectively ended Xerxes attempted conquest of Greece. 

Xerxes is long dead, but his observations on the brevity of 
human existence still apply today, even though we average 
more than twice the usual life span of the ancients. By 
collecting, studying and handling the coins of the ancients, our 
human experience can be greatly enhanced. In our hands we 
have relics of great kings who commanded huge armies to 
conquer kingdoms now vanished. These treasures of precious 
metals that are now unearthed from the former paths of these 
ancient armies are sometimes the only tangible links that we 
have to those battles. Now you can expand your horizons to 
the Fifth Century BC with a modest contribution to the 
Jonathan K. Kern Co. 

This hoard of silver was composed of over 1 00 pounds of 
struck sigloi. A single siglos averages 5.55 grams of nearly pure 
silver and depicts the Great King of Persia as an archer in an 


action pose. Some interpret his posture as the archaic art 
expression of running, and others describe him as 
kneeling. These coins were struck with a heavy sledge 
hammer on very thick oblong planchets, much like silver 
bullets, with a handheld upper die depicting the archer. 

The lower die was probably embedded in wood or stone 
to secure it. The lower, or reverse die of these coins, was 
used in the manner of the very first coins ever produced in 
the world. This lower die was a roughly rectangular raised 
metal lump, appearing in hundreds of mysterious 
variations. The raised reverse die creates an incuse 
impression for the backs of the sigloi. Museum studies now 
in progress utilize the reverse incused impressions for 
quick die referencing, since the obverse impression of the 
Great King is frequently off center. These coins represented 
a huge explosion in the production of coined money, and 
were struck rapidly to fill the need for pre-weighed silver 
authorized by a powerful ruler. 

The Great King is shown holding a spear and a bow on 
the sigloi attributed to the Asia Minor mint of Sardeis, in 
Lydia and a bow and dagger on the other type which are 
possibly all from a different mint further south. Frequently 
they are countermarked with tiny punches by merchants or 
bankers, possibly to attest to the quality of the silver. We 
can sell either type in a nice fine grade for $37 each, a 
nice very fine for $77 each or a nice extremely fine for 
$277 each. The raised obverse always grades much less 
than the incused reverse so our nice fine will usually have 
an extremely fine reverse.

Putting Your Club 
on the “Hit” List 


Establishing a presence on the World Wide Web is not 
as difficult as you might think. Indeed, many coin clubs 
have taken up residence in this global community.

ANA 137338 I are it will find one in cyberspace. According to Mitchell 

I Kapor, founder of Lotus and co-founder of the Electronic 
11 Frontier Foundation, the communities springing up on the 
Internet are as “real and vibrant as any you could find on a 
globe.” Not that long ago, this new world was open only to scientists; 
today, it is populated by a huge cross-section of people, all seeking 
to gather and/or share information. 

Cyberspace offers clubs a comfortable yet proactive 
environment in which to thrive. The Internet can 
provide an ongoing, ever-changing source of new 
members and a dependable bank of information for 
current members. Unlike other forms of communica- 
tion, the Internet — specifically the World Wide Web 
— is a cost-effective vehicle for disseminating news of 
your club, potentially to millions of “surfers.” 

If your club is considering setting up an infor- 
mation page on the World Wide Web, there is no 
better place to begin than the web itself. First, get 
some ideas by taking a look at club web sites; approx- 
imately 30 “links” are listed on the ANA’s web site 
(http://www.money.org) on its “Other Sites” page 
(http://www.money.org/othersites.html) under the 
heading “Clubs, Societies and Associations.” (These 
“addresses” on the web are called Uniform Resource Locators — URLs 
for short.) 

Next, you must define some goals. What does your club hope to gain 
by establishing a presence on the Internet? Perhaps you want to call

attention to your club’s activities. Or 
you might wish to cut down on postage 
costs by making the club newsletter 
available on the web and “snail mailing” 
only to those members who do not have 
Internet access. 

Next, make sure your introduction is 
an attention-grabber. According to the 
“Yale Web Page Style Guide,” less than 
10 percent of web readers ever scroll 
beyond the top of the first page. Keep 
in mind that if your web site is to be 
useful and routinely visited, it must 
change and grow. Reports of activities, 
shows and auctions should be up-to- 
date. Web-page construction is not a 
one-shot deal — you must be committed 
to maintaining the site. Some numis- 
matic groups appoint committees to 
oversee this very important function. 

The Basics of HTML 

Cyberspace has a language all its 
own. Regardless of the computer or op- 
erating system you and other Internet 
users have, every web page is structured 
using Hyper Text Markup Language, or 
HTML. Employing standard HTML 
“punctuation,” you can define para- 
graphs, highlight portions of text, or in- 
dicate the position of a graphic element. 

You actually can learn a lot about web- 
page composition by browsing the Internet. If you find an interesting 
page or feature, you can easily view the original document used to set up 
that page. (In Netscape™, the command is “View — Source Document”; in 
Mosaic™, “File — ^View Source”; or Explore?'™, “View — Source.”) 

In my experience, it is best to start out by creating your web page 
“manually.” First, write and organize the basic text using a word proces- 
sor or text editor (with HTML commands inserted), saving it as plain

A Medal of 
Exploration and 
Friendship 

Medals prepared for the crews of the Adventure and 
the Beagle served not only as symbols of goodwill from 
Britain’s George III, but also as valuable items of trade.

M edals were used by most colonizing powers 
as a sign of friendship, peace, or submission to 
authority. The British, for example, distributed 
medals to Indian chiefs who were loyal to Britain 
during the American Revolution. Russia distributed 
“Allies of Russia” medals to indigenous peoples in Siberia and Alaska; 
these, however, were more a sign of submission to Russian authority. 
The United States also adopted the practice of presenting medals to In- 
dian chiefs. R.S. Yeoman’s Guide Book of United States Coins (the “Red 
Book”) endows the North West Company 
token, likely used in Oregon’s lower Co- 
lumbia River valley, with a probable mone- 
tary value of 1 beaver, but states that all but 
two known examples are pierced, implying 
that the issue may have been a token of 
friendship. At least one other such business 
entity — the Hudson’s Bay Company — pre- 
sented medals to people with whom it 
traded, and a little-known piece served simi- 
lar purposes in Tierra del Fuego. 

From 1826 to 1830 and from 1831 to 
1836, His Britannic Majesty’s Ships Adven- 
ture and Beagle conducted surveying and sci- 
entific voyages along the coast of South 
America. The most famous of these expedi-

tions was the latter, with Charles Darwin aboard as naturalist. (Darwin’s 
observations on this voyage helped him formulate his theory of evolu- 
tion and his work On the Origin of Species.) The explorations on the voy- 
age of 1826-30 were carried out mostly in Tierra del Fuego, an archipel- 
ago off South America now divided between Chile and Argentina. 

The following account, from Robert Fitz- Roy’s Narrative of the Sur- 
veying Voyages of His Majesty's Ships Adventure and Beagle, describes a May 
1829 ascent by Lt. Skyring (assistant surveyor) and Mr. Kirke (midship- 
man) of one of the many small islands in the archipelago: 



In 1829 members of a British 
expedition surveyed Tierra 
del Fuego, the triangular 
archipelago south of the 
Strait of Magellan, included 
on an 1838 map of Patagonia. 


We gained the summit after three hour’s hard traveling. During the last five 
hundred feet of ascent, the mountain was almost precipitous, and we had 
the utmost difficulty in passing instruments from hand to hand. Its forma- 
tion is remarkable, although, I believe, the same structure exists throughout 
the hills around. The base is coarse granite, but this solid formation cannot 
be traced half the height; above is an immense heap of masses of rock, irreg- 
ularly and wonderfully thrown together, many huge fragments overhang- 
ing, with apparently little 
hold. This station was the 
most commanding we had 
chosen during the survey, 
and answered well for the 
object desired; which be- 
ing attained, we returned 
on board, and I rejoiced 
when all were safe, for it 
was neither an easy, nor 
pleasant enterprise.

the original document, and build the pile, under which it is placed, at least 

six feet higher.

Learning of this account 152 years later, Eduardo 
Barison, captain of the Chilean naval transport Piloto 
Pai'do, wondered if this bottle in a strong outer case 
could be found. He knew his ship would be passing 
the island, now named Skyring Island after the lieu- 
tenant who first scaled it. Barison dispatched a heli- 
copter, piloted by Lt. Eugenio Arellano, to search for 
the cache. From the air, Arellano saw something ir- 
regular in the piles of rock; it was retrieved and re- 
turned to the Piloto Pa?^do. 

The recovered items included a piece of parchment; 
a buckle marked with a crown, anchor and ROYAL 
MARINES; coins from England, Brazil, Argentina and 
Italy; other coins corroded beyond recognition; and 
four medals marked H»B»M»S»ADVENTURE and 
BEAGLE/ 1828/GEORGE IV. Aged and unreadable, 
the parchment cannot be positively identified as the 
one left by Lt. Skyring and Mr. Kirke, but it is not 
likely to be from another source. 

What were these medals the crew members had 
stashed more than 150 years ago? In his Narrative, 

Fitz-Roy notes that “Previous to the expedition quit- 
ting England, I had provided myself with medals, to give away to the In- 
dians with whom we might communicate, bearing on one side the figure 
of Britannia, and on the reverse ‘George IV,’ ‘Adventure and Beagle,’ 
and ‘1826.’” There is an obvious discrepancy between the dates reported 
in Nan'ative and on the four medals recovered by the Chilean navy, but 
there is no mistaking the actual date on the medals.

Assembling the 
Ideal 20th-Centuiy 
Type Set 

The key to building an impressive type set of U.S. 
coins is a knowledge of each series. The author explores 
25-cent pieces in the third part of this study. 


W HEN IT COMES to collecting United States coins 
by type, one must take strike, luster, toning and 
eye appeal into consideration. As discussed in the 
first two installments of this article, certain date 
and mint combinations are consistently more ap- 
pealing for reasons often overlooked by those obsessed with numerical 
grade. These include surface texture; width of rims and border elements; 
methods of die preparation; and the condition of the dies and hubs at the 
time of coining. This last factor is particularly significant; the master hubs 
for all coins progressively deteriorate as they’re used year after year, 
sometimes for many decades. Using this criterion of hub and die condi- 
tion, I’d like to continue my proposal for an ideal 20th-century type set 
ot United States coins with my recommendations for quarter dollars. 

Barber Quarter Dollar, 1892-1916 

The story of the Barber quarter is much the same as that of the 
dime. Although 20th-century coins include the years 1901-16, coins 
struck from dies of the old hubs (1892-1900) are superior both techni- 
cally and aesthetically. The quarters of 1900 are transitional in that both 
old and new hubs were used in obverse and reverse die pairings. My pre- 
ferred type coin would be a Philadelphia or San Francisco Mint issue 
dated in the 1890s, as these are the most attractive coins of this type and 
the most finely detailed. In addition, the S-Mint quarters often possess 
brilliant, prooflike surfaces. 

If assembling a strictly 20th-century collection, concentrate on the 
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Chief Engraver George T. Morgan, of silver dol- 
lar fame, got carried away with his revisions . . . , making 
quite extensive and unauthorized changes to the design. 


early dates from these same two mints. The master hubs introduced in 
1900 began to lose their sharpness after the first few years, so our ideal 
type coin from this period would be dated from 1901 through 1904. Al- 
though the S-Mint products make superb type coins in terms of quality, 
these early dates (particularly 1901-S) are scarce and a bit expensive, so 
our type collection will include a quarter from the Philadelphia Mint. 

Standing Liberty Quarter Dollar, Type I, 1916-17 

Coined in only two years, the Type 1 Standing Liberty quarter is 
very popular with collectors. The 1916 (struck only at the Philadelphia 
Mint) is scarce and quite expensive, so it’s not a contender for a type set. 
That’s all right, since this date was produced from a slightly different 
obverse hub, and the resulting coins were usually not as sharp as those of 
1917. Of the latter, the P-Mint quarters are the most consistently well 
struck, usually displaying the full details of Liberty’s head. This feature 
is desirable in a type coin and becomes a greater factor with the later 
subtypes. Type 1 191 7-P quarters were widely hoarded in uncirculated 
condition, and nice type coins are plentiful. 

Standing Liberty Quarter Dollar, Type 2, 1917-24 

Special legislation enacted in 1917 called for relocating three 
of the stars on the reverse to a position below the eagle, and for modifi- 
cation of the hubs to include some curvature in their fields; it had been 
determined that the coins from the existing hubs didn’t stack evenly. 
Chief Engraver George T. Morgan, of silver dollar fame, got carried 
away with his revisions to Hermon MacNeil’s original models, making 
quite extensive and unauthorized changes to the design. This resulted in 
an almost entirely new coin type, although the basic imagery was the 
same. Morgan’s revisions were scarcely an improvement, however, as 
Type 2 coins rarely display complete details. The displacement of metal 
at the moment of striking was not sufficient to fill the dies entirely, and 
most Type 2 quarters are indistinct at Liberty’s head, breast and shield. 
In addition, the dates are seldom fully raised. 

The best candidate for a type coin is the 1919 from the Philadelphia 
Mint. It has a higher proportion of sharply struck pieces than other dates 
of this subtype. Although 1919 is the date most often found with full 
head details, it forms a minor portion of the surviving mint-state popula- 
tion. Lesser candidates include 1917 and 1920. While all three dates are 
affordable, “full head” specimens carry a substantial premium.

Standing Liberty Quarter Dollar, Type 3, 1925-30 

After just a few years in circulation, Standing Liberty quarters pro- 
duced from 1916 to 1924 experienced wear on the numerals of the date. 
To counteract this problem, the obverse master hub was modified to in- 
clude a recess, or exergue, into which the date was sunk, affording some 
measure of protection. Type 3 coins retained their dates much longer, 
but the aforementioned striking deficiencies remained through the end 
of the series. Hub wear is not even a factor, as this type was too short- 
lived and its mintages too small for any visible deterioration. For this 
reason, selecting a good type coin relies primarily on the condition and 
set distance of the working dies. The most consistently well-struck dates 
include all Philadelphia Mint coins, with the possible exception of 1926. 
Fully struck, mint-state survivors are increasingly common from 1927 
onward, and the 1930-P quarter is the most readily available example of 
this subtype with complete details. All dates, however, will carry a sub- 
stantial premium when displaying the “full head” feature. 

Washington Quarter Dollar, Silver, 1932-64 

Produced initially as a one-year circulating commemorative, the 
Washington quarter was retained as a replacement for the Standing Lib- 
erty type, which suffered from seemingly insurmountable problems. Sev- 
eral hub changes were effected during the more than 30 years that silver 
Washington quarters were produced. The original obverse of 1932 was 
used early in 1934, despite the poor relief of the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST. Along with other minor obverse and reverse flaws, this was cor- 
rected in a series of upgrades — twice in 1934, and again in 1938 and 
1944. Other, more minor changes occurred in various years, but are vir- 
tually indistinguishable. While much attention was paid to improving 
the obverse, the reverse master hub wore down steadily after the 1930s. 

The best coins in terms of overall sharpness and detail seem to be 
those dated 1938 and 1939. There’s very little difference in quality from 
one mint to another, as all three (Philadelphia, Denver and San Fran- 
cisco) produced excellent coins during those years. The 1939-P issue is 
the most affordable in high grades and would make an ideal type coin. 

Washington Quarter Dollar, Copper^Nickel Clad, 1965 to Date 

Like the dimes of 1965 and following years, early clad quarters were 
disappointing in quality of strike. A modified reverse hub did little to re- 
lieve this deficiency, since the problems were most noticeable on the ob- 
verse. Slightly superior to the early circulating coins are the Special Mint 
Set coins dated 1965, 1966 and 1967. These are not truly representative 
of production coins, however, and purists may want to exclude them. 

Although the Mint gradually became more successful at producing full 
strikes from the existing hubs and dies, it was not until 1974 that meas- 
urable improvements were made. A new obverse hub and possibly a new

reverse hub were utilized. The 1974 quarters, particularly those coined 
at Denver, make very appealing type coins. 

Following the conclusion of the Bicentennial coinage, both hubs were 
upgraded for 1977. When well struck, these too make superb type coins, 
and they are my own favorites within the clad series for their broad bor- 
ders. These hubs wore down rapidly, however, and by 1982 their ero- 
sion and radial expansion (spreading of the design away from the cen- 
ters) had become severe. Quarters of that date are usually indistinct, 
with very thin borders. 

The new hubs of 1983 were a decided improvement, but they’re not 
nearly as attractive as the 1977 editions. Changes have occurred fre- 
quently since then, but distinctions are less noticeable. By studying com- 
puter analyses of metal flow patterns, the Mint has devised hubs that 
produce more consistently well-struck coins. Of course, this was 
achieved by simultaneously lowering the relief of the quarter to that of a 
mere token. The current edition is technically superb and artistically 
bland; it bears only a passing resemblance to John Flanagan’s original 
models and possesses none of their sculptural quality. 

Bicentennial Washington Quarter Dollar, 1976 

The fact that Bicentennial quarters were minted from 1975 
through the close of 1976 — all carrying the same dual dating (1776- 
1976) — explains the enormous mintage totals for the Philadelphia and 
Denver Mints. The San Francisco Mint coined both copper-nickel clad 
proofs and silver-clad (.400 fine) coins in regular and proof editions. All 
three mints used dies from the same master obverse hub; it resembled 
very closely the obverse of 1974. There is little distinction in striking 
quality between P- and D-Mint coins, but those struck at Denver seem 
to have smoother, more satisfying surfaces and are less often abraded. 
The non-proof, silver-clad quarters are virtually all fully struck gems, so 
there should be no problem in securing a satisfying example. 

In next month’s issue of The Numismatist^ I’ll conclude my com- 
ments about assembling a 20th-century type set with suggestions for half 
dollars and dollars. •

SUBMISSION INSTRUCTIONS: 

1 . Be sure to print your name and your ANA number in the space provided on the submission form. 

2. All your coins must be submitted in individual soft flips. 

3. Check the box indicating the Tier or Service desired. You may request only one Tier or Service option per NGC submission 
form. If you want to submit additional coins at a different Tier, make copies of the submission form as needed. 

4. In the “Ship To” box, print clearly the address where NGC should ship your coins when they are ready. In “Ship Via,” 
choose a carrier for NGC to use when shipping coins. If you have a FedEx account, include the account number. 

5. List coins you are submitting with date, mintmark, country, denomination, variety (including mint state or proof designation), 
declared insurance value, and the coin’s ID number if you are submitting an NGC coin for ReGrade. 

6. To find the Postage Fee, add $10 per package plus 25^ per coin over 10 coins. (Example: On 15 coins the postage is $1 1.25). 
To find the Service Fee, multiply the number of coins submitted on the form by the Tier price selected. 

7. Add the Total Postage Fee to the Total Service Fee and write a check for the Total Amount Due. Make your check payable 
to the American Numismatic Association. On the suibmission form include the check number then sign/date the form as 
indicated. 

8. Pack your coins carefully, including the submission form and a check for payment. If you’re sending more than one submission 
form, please pack the appropriate coins and submission forms together using a rubber band or other method. Be sure your 
package is properly registered and insured for delivery to the ANA.

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The Oat Bin Hoard 


P aper money hoards are 
scarcer than those containing 
coins, probably because the 
archetypical hoarder likes “hard 
money,” especially silver or gold. 
Chapter 17 of my book American 
Coin Treasures and Hoards tells of 
several stashes of paper money, 
among them the “Oat Bin Hoard,” 
one of the more significant finds. 

In the 1960s, Dr. Howard Carter 
owned a bank in Kingswood, Mis- 
souri, and through its connections 
put out inquiries seeking old cur- 
rency. In this way, he learned of an 
estate in the southern part of the 
state that had a wondrous quantity 
of paper money. It was believed that 
most of the cache had come from 


Virginia shortly after the Civil War. 
Later, the money was found in a 
long-forgotten oat bin. One of the

foremost treasures in the cache was 
a $1,000 legal-tender note of the 
early 1860s. The face value of the 
hoard totaled more than $28,000. 
Dr. Carter purchased the cache at a 
premium, and both he and the estate 


representatives were satisfied. 

Seeking to sell the notes. Carter 
took them to the 1967 American Nu- 
mismatic Association Convention in 
Miami Beach, Florida. After several 
days had passed, however, only a few 
had been sold, despite his having 
printed a list that included a Dakota 
Territory note. 

Dean Oakes, one of America’s 
leading dealers in currency and co- 
owner (with Don Jensen) of A&A 
Coins, went to Carter’s hotel room, 
viewed a sampling of the notes, and 
a week later bought the entire lot. 
Oakes and Jensen purchased the Na- 
tional Bank notes as partners, and 
Oakes bought the “type” currency 
on his own. Most of the Nationals

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were from Booneville, Missouri, and 
several Kansas towns, including St. 
Marys and Topeka. 

In 1968 Oakes and Jensen brought 
a display of 50 of the choicest Oat 
Bin Hoard notes, mostly First Char- 
ter issues, to the Professional Nu- 
mismatists Guild show in Chicago, 
where they were stolen. Oakes and 
Jensen ran advertisements in the 
coin papers seeking information. 
With the assistance of Chicago 
dealer Dennis Forgue, a list of the 
missing notes and serial numbers 
was compiled. 

In due course, two rare notes — a 
Texas First Charter $20 and a 
Selma, Alabama, $100 — turned up in 
the hands of a small-town dealer in 
Wisconsin, not far from the Illinois 
border. The dealer offered them for 
sale. Don Jensen notified the Fed- 


eral Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
and with an agent arranged a “buy.” 
The FBI agent posed as a cousin of 
Jensen’s who had come along to buy 
an old car in the same town. Jensen 
and his “cousin” met with the Wis- 
consin dealer, inspected the notes, 
suggested that the $2,000 asking 
price was too high, and countered 
with $1,800 in the form of several 
cashier’s checks. This offer was ac- 
cepted. Minutes later, as the seller of 
the stolen notes went out the back 
door, FBI agents apprehended him, 
confiscating the checks and the two 
notes. Eventually, the notes were re- 
turned to their rightful owners. 

Fast forward to Spring 1979, 11 
years after the theft. Forty-eight 
notes still were missing. As luck 
would have it, two men walked into 
a Chicago dealership where Dennis 


Forgue, who years before had helped 
draft the list of missing items, was 
employed. Forgue feigned interest in 
acquiring the notes and set up an ap- 
pointment three days later to buy 
them. At the scheduled hour, the 
men reappeared and were greeted by 
the police. 

The men had various alibis and ex- 
cuses, but could not prove they held 
title to the notes. The stolen notes 
were confiscated and returned to 
Oakes and Jensen. Unfortunately, the 
statute of limitations had expired, 
so the thieves could not be prose- 
cuted. Forgue received the Profes- 
sional Numismatists Guild’s Sol 
Kaplan Award for his work in the re- 
covery. The notes were offered in an 
auction by John Hickman and Dean 
Oakes later in 1979, and by now are 
widely dispersed. •

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Hendricks Appears on “Tombstone Note ” 


T homas Hendricks died 
of pneumonia in Indianap- 
olis on November 25, 1885, 
while serving as vice president of the 
United States. The following year, 
his portrait appeared on the $10 sil- 
ver certificate. Because they were a 
tribute paid upon his death, and for 
the unique shape of the box sur- 
rounding Hendricks’ portrait, these 
bills have come to be known as 
“tombstone notes.” He is the only 
vice president, other than those who 
later ascended to the presidency, 
who appears on a United States coin 
or note. 

The portrait of Hendricks that ap- 
pears on the $10 notes. Series of 
1886, 1891 and 1908, was engraved 
by Charles Schlecht. A tombstone 
shape also is included in the ornate 
engraving on the back of 1886. The 
back design was simplified for the 
Series of 1891, and a large, blue “X” 
was added to the face for the Series 
of 1908. 

Thomas Andrews Hendricks was 
born near Zanesville, Ohio, on Sep- 
tember 7, 1819, the son of John 
Hendricks and Jane Thompson. He 
was a nephew of William Hendricks, 
who served in Congress and as gov- 
ernor of Indiana. Thomas graduated 
from Hanover College in Indiana in 
1841; read law under his uncle Judge 
Thompson; attended law school in 
Chambersburg, Pennsylvania; and 
was admitted to the Indiana bar in 
1843. On September 26, 1846, he 
married Eliza C. Morgan; they had 
one child, who died at the age of 3. 

Hendricks entered the political 
arena and rose through a series of 
elected positions. In 1848 he was 
elected to the Indiana House, serv- 


ing as chairman of the banking com- 
mittee. In 1850 he went into the 
state senate and was elected to the

convention called to revise the Indi- 
ana constitution. He was elected to 
the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives and served from March 4, 
1851, to March 3, 1855. Follow- 
ing his term in the House, he was 
appointed commissioner of the 
General Land Office by President 
Franklin Pierce. He gained a na- 
tional reputation for honesty, but re- 
signed in 1859 over differences with 
President Buchanan. In 1860 he ran 
an unsuccessful campaign for gover- 
nor of Indiana. 

In 1863 the Civil War was not go- 
ing well for the Union. Having little 


support for the war and the Republi- 
can administration, citizens of Indi- 
ana elected Democratic candidate 
Hendricks to the U.S. Senate. He 
served from March 4, 1863, to 
March 3, 1869, and was a leader of 
the opposition party. While he was 
against the draft and the emancipa- 
tion of slaves, he voted to support 
appropriations for the war and to 
raise the pay for soldiers. 

Hendricks also was a “Green- 
backer” who opposed retirement of 
currency and resumption of specie 
payments. After the war, he resisted 
Republican plans for reconstruction. 
In 1868 he crossed party lines to 
vote against the impeachment of 
President Andrew Johnson. 

Hendricks did not seek reelection 
to the Senate in 1868, choosing in- 
stead to run for his party’s nomina-

tion for president. At the party con- 
vention, Hendricks and General 
Winfield S. Hancock were dead- 
locked through many ballots. The 
convention finally settled on a com- 
promise candidate, New Yorker Ho- 
ratio Seymour. 

Out of public office in 1 869, Hen- 
dricks resumed his law practice in 
Indianapolis with the prosperous 
firm of Hendricks, Hand and Hen- 
dricks. The other Hendricks was his 
cousin, Abraham, a strong Republi- 
can. The third partner, Oscar B. 
Hand, later served as Indiana attor- 
ney general. 

In 1872 Thomas Hendricks was 
elected governor. He apparently did 
not take the governor’s position too 
seriously, commenting that any man 
competent to be a notary public 
could fill the position. 


In the presidential election of 
1872, Republican candidates Ulysses 
S. Grant and Henry Wilson defeated 
Democrats Horace Greeley and 
Benjamin Brown. Greeley died 
shortly after the election, before the 
presidential electors met to cast their 
votes; Hendricks received 42 of the 
66 electoral votes won by Greeley. 

Constitutional provisions for pres- 
idential elections were severely chal- 
lenged in 1876, the centennial of 
American independence. Contend- 
ing that as many as 200,000 former 
slaves were being denied the right to 
vote by Southern officials, the Re- 
publicans attempted to get the elec- 
tion postponed until the issue could 
be resolved. 

Hendricks was the vice presiden- 
tial candidate on the Samuel Tilden 
ticket. Contested states of Florida, 


Louisiana and South Carolina went 
for Republican Rutherford B. Hayes. 
The “Greenback” party put up Peter 
Cooper as a candidate, advocating an 
expansion of government currency 
(the party received less than 1 per- 
cent of the popular vote). 

Congress established a commis- 
sion to review the election results. 
Comprised of five Representatives, 
five Senators and five Supreme 
Court justices, the commission split 
along party lines and certified Hayes 
as the winner. The Democratic 
Party received 250,000 more popu- 
lar votes, but the Republicans won 
the electoral vote 185 to 184. Ulti- 
mately the presidency was decided 
by one vote in committee and one 
vote in the electoral college. 

Hendricks’ political position fre- 
quently went contrary to popular 
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trends, and he opposed the adoption 
of the Thirteenth, Fourteen and 
Fifteenth Amendments to the Con- 
stitution. After returning to the prac- 
tice of law in Indiana, in 1880 he suf- 
fered a stroke that left him partially 
paralyzed. 

At the 1884 party convention, 
Hendricks nominated Indiana fa- 
vorite son Joseph E. McDonald for 
president. When the governor of 
Connecticut attempted to nominate 
Hendricks for the same position, the 
head of the Indiana delegation an- 
nounced that Hendricks would not 
accept. After Grover Cleveland re- 
ceived the party nomination for 
president, however, Hendricks re- 
ceived the unanimous nomination 
for the office of vice president. The 
Republican candidates for president 
and vice president were James G. 


Blaine and John A. Logan. 

The campaign was bitter, with 
mud-slinging on both sides. The Re- 
publicans made an issue of Cleve- 
land’s acknowledged illegitimate son, 
taking up the chant, “Ma, Ma, 
where’s my Pa?” Blaine was discred- 
ited by the “Mulligan letters” that 
accused him of taking bribes as 
Speaker of the House for promoting 
land grants to the Little Rock and 
Fort Smith Railroad. Many inde- 
pendent “Mugwumps” (their “mug” 
was on one side of the fence, their 
“wump” on the other) supported 
Cleveland. The National Greenback 
Labor Party put up Benjamin F. But- 
ler as its candidate. 

At a New York City reception for 
clergymen, the Reverend Samuel D. 
Burchard spoke on October 29, 
1884, in support of the Blaine ticket. 


referring to the Democratic Party as 
“the party whose antecedents are 
rum, Romanism, and rebellion.” 
Many Irish Catholics found the re- 
mark offensive, and the Democrats 
lost little time in exploiting this in- 
flammatory statement. Blaine was 
slow to disavow it. 

If 600 New Yorkers who voted for 
Cleveland had voted for Blaine, the 
state, its electors and the election 
would have gone the other way. Ana- 
lysts agree that the Democrats did 
not win the election, but rather, the 
Republicans lost it, giving up the 
presidency for the first time since the 
Civil War. The Democrats took up 
the chant, “Cione to the WTite House, 
Ha, Ha, Ha!” Hendricks survived the 
election with an untarnished reputa- 
tion, but served less than 9 months — 
until his death from pneumonia. •

The Harry W. Bass, Jr. Research Foundation was brought into existence in December of 
1991. The purpose of the Research Foundation is to keep intact in perpetuity rare and very sig- 
nificant collections of U.S. Numismatics to the end that they will be available to serious numis- 
matists for purposes of education and research. 

The foundation announced in early February, 1996, the availability of a set of electronic in- 
dexes for numismatists, which can be downloaded through the Internet. Called NIP, for “Numis- 
matic Indexes Project,” these eleven indexes provide any student or researcher an instantaneous 
way of locating what the scholarship of the past century produced in major American numis- 
matic periodicals. Also being added are the complete text of past issues of the American Numis- 
matic Society’s “Numismatic Literature” which provides numismatic citations and abstracts from 
the last fifty years. 

The eleven indexes cover a wide range of numismatic scholarship over many decades. From 
the American Numismatic Society they include: American Journal of Numismatics 1866-1924; 
Museum Notes 1945-1988; American Journal of Numismatics, Second Series, 1989-1996; 
Coinage of the Americas Conference (COAC) 1984-1996; Numismatic Notes and Monographs 
1921-1968; ANS Proceedings 1878-1914. Five other periodicals are also included in NIP: The 
Numismatist 1888-1996 (ANA); Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine 1935-1975 (Coin World); 
Numismatic Review 1943-1947 (Stack’s); Coin Collector’s Journal, 1875-1888; and Coin Col- 
lector’s Journal, New Series 1934-1954. For information on searching them, go to the Internet 
address:

The present collection consists of over 
two hundred fifty different specimens of large size U.S. paper currency, together with over five 
hundred United States pattern, experimental and trial pieces. The currency covers the period 
from the inception of U.S. currency at the beginning of the Civil War to the time it was with- 
drawn from circulation during the 1920s, at which time it was replaced by smaller bills. 

The “Pattern ” collection consists of an outstanding representation of this area of Numismat- 
ics which is so important to the researcher for a full understanding of the evolution of American 
coinage. Many specimens are quite rare, and all are in exemplary condition.

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The Greek Pharaohs 


F or ALMOSI IIIREE cen- 
turies, the ancient kingdom of 
Egypt, one of the cradles of 
civilization, was under the rule of a 
dynasty of Macedonian nobles — the 
Ptolemies. 1 he first Ptolemy, the son 
of Lagus and Arsinoe, was born about 
367 B.Ck A close boyhood friend of 
Alexander the Cireat, he distinguished 
himself as one of the conqueror’s 
most trusted lieutenants during the 
conquest of the Persian Empire. 
When Alexander came to Egypt in 
332 B.(k, he liberated the country 
from almost two centuries of Achae- 
menid Persian domination and was 
crowned Pharaoh at the ancient city 
of Memphis. 

A new city was founded on the 
delta coast and named in honor of 
the conqueror. Whether Alexander 
intended Alexandria to replace Mem- 
phis as the capital of the country 
is uncertain, but it did so a few 
years later, in the time of Ptolemy I. 
Alexandria was destined to become an 
eminent cultural center under the 
Ptolemies and eventually one of 
the most important cities in the Ro- 
man Empire. 

On the sudden death of Alexander 
at Babylon in 323 B.C. at only 33 
years of age, his vast empire, stretch- 
ing from (ireece to India, was left 
without an effective ruler. The young 
king had not designated a successor, 
and no obvious candidate existed to 
assume this awesome role. The real- 
ity of the situation was that the Alex- 
andrian Empire was the personal cre- 
ation of one extraordinary man of 
destiny. No one among his family or 
closest confidants possessed sufficient 
charisma to fill the immense power 
vacuum. Inevitably, there were many 


powerful and influential men at Alex- 
ander’s court, and the predicable re- 
sult was the fragmentation of the 



kingdom, each individual asserting 
his authority over a particular area. 

Bitter rivalries between tbe Dia- 
dochi (the “successors” of Alexander) 
led to four decades of civil war, in the 
course of which most of them per- 
ished. The one notable exception was 
Ptolemy, the only one of the Dia- 
dochi to die peacefully in his bed. 

On the initial division of the Em- 
pire in 323 B.(k, Ptolemy succeeded 
in gaining possession of Egypt, with 


the title of satrap. Being remote from 
the major centers of power and with 
a clearly defined region as his sphere 
of influence, Ptolemy managed to 
avoid becoming seriously involved 
in the early struggles for territorial 
expansion. Consequently, he was able 
to devote most of his efforts to 
consolidating his hold on Egypt. 
Over a period of 18 years, he estab- 
lished his authority throughout the 
country, and by 305 B.Ck he felt suffi- 
ciently secure to assume the title of 
Basileiis (“king”). 

This event marked the beginning 
of the most enduring of the Hellenis- 
tic royal dynasties. The Ptolemies 
ruled Egypt until the suicide of 
Queen Cleopatra VII in 30 B.C. fol- 
lowing her unsuccessful bid to be- 
come the mistress of the Roman 
world as the consort of Mark Antony. 

The early kings of the Ptolemaic 
dynasty were strong and enlightened 
rulers. Unlike the Pharaohs of the 
past, their roots were in the north.

and they naturally gravitated to the 
lands of the eastern Mediterranean 
for trade and recruiting men for the 
Egyptian army. They also looked to 
expand the territories of the Ptol- 
emaic realm, and ultimately Phoe- 
nicia and Palestine, Cyprus, and even 
some regions in Asia Minor and the 
Aegean area came under their sway. 

The initial intention of these 
Greek Pharaohs was to hellenize 
their Egyptian subjects. In pursuit of 
this policy, Alexandria was trans- 
formed into one the most notable 
cultural centers of the Greek world. 
The magnificent museum and library 
were constructed under Ptolemy II 
Philadelphus (285-246 B.C.), as was 
Pharos^ the celebrated lighthouse of 
Alexandria — one of the Seven Won- 
ders of the Ancient World, depicted 
regularly on coins of the Roman Im- 
perial period. The culture and tradi- 
tions of ancient Egypt were so firmly 


rooted, however, that gradually the 
Ptolemies took on the trappings of 
an earlier age. The Land of the Nile 
was once more ruled by a Pharaoh, 
albeit one of Greek ancestry. 

A sad decline in the fortunes of the 
Ptolemaic realm set in from the time 
of Ptolemy V Epiphanes (205-180 
B.C.), whose official coronation in 
197 B.C. was recorded on the famous 
“Rosetta Stone,” the inscriptions on 
which provided the key to decipher- 
ing Egyptian hieroglyphs. Many of 
the later Ptolemies were weak, self- 
indulgent men who more often than 
not were content to leave the affairs 
of state in the hands of unscrupulous 
officials. Thus, many of Egypt’s over- 
seas possessions were permanently 
lost. With this development, the vital 
supply of new recruits for the army 
was seriously diminished. Eventually, 
in 48 B.C., the Romans made their 
first direct military intervention in 
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the affairs of Egypt. 

With the collapse of the power 
of the Hellenistic kingdoms dur- 
ing the 2nd century and the first half 
of the 1st century B.C., Rome had 
long been influential in the affairs 
of the eastern Mediterranean. But 
now mighty Caesar, conqueror of 
Pompey, took Cleopatra’s side in 
her dispute with her brother Ptolemy 
XIII, giving the young queen un- 
disputed possession of the Egyp- 
tian throne. 

The fate of the Ptolemaic kingdom 
now was inextricably linked with the 
outcome of the protracted Roman 
civil war. Cleopatra had hoped to 
restore the fortunes of her realm 
through her relationship first with 
Caesar and later with Mark Antony. 
But she backed the wrong horse, and 
when the victorious Octavian entered 
Alexandria in 30 B.C., it quickly be- 
came clear that Egypt’s independence 
was at an end and that its future 
status would be merely that of a Ro- 
man province. 

The prosperity the country had 
enjoyed under the Greek Pharaohs 
was soon forgotten, and the Egyp- 
tians had to endure great economic 
hardships during the centuries of 
Roman rule that lay ahead. Unlike 
conventional provinces, Aegyptus was 
administered as a private estate of 
the emperor, and members of the 
Roman aristocracy were obliged 
to obtain special clearance if they 
desired to visit the country. In Egypt 
itself — long accustomed to foreign 
domination — the Roman emperor 
became the Pharaoh. But he resided 
in a distant land, seldom setting foot 
on Egyptian soil, and cared little for 
the needs of his subjects. 

The coinage of the Ptolemies was 
extensive and unique in many ways. 
Ptolemy I depicted the head of his 
former master, Alexander, on silver 
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tetradrachms of the period of his 
satrapy (323-305 B.C.)- The great 
Macedonian conqueror is shown 
wearing the horn of Ainmon and clad 
in an elephant-skin headdress. After 
his assumption of kingship, Ptolemy 
placed his own portrait on the gold 
and silver coinage, the first of the 
Hellenistic inonarchs to do so. 

Unfortunately, most of the later 
Ptolemies adopted the practice of 
featuring the head of the founder of 
the dynasty instead of using their 
own portraits — a regrettable choice 
from a numismatic viewpoint. Like- 
nesses of many rulers do occur, but 
such issues are exceptional and often 
of considerable rarity. Dating is by 
regnal year rather than by reference 
to a fixed era; this, combined with the 
fact that every male ruler of the 
dynasty was styled “King Ptolemy” 


(BAIIAEQI OTOAEMAIOY) con- 
tributes to the problems of differenti- 
ating the coinages of the various reigns. 

There are two especially notable 
features of the Ptolemaic coinage in 
the 3rd century B.C. — the abundance 
of gold denominations, including 
some of exceptionally high value 
(octadrachms, etc.), attesting to the 
wealth of the kingdom at this time; 
and the production of a range of 
large bronze denominations — unique 
in the Greek series — which for a time 
in the latter part of the century seem 
to have replaced silver coins in 
general circulation. Some of these 
bronze types are among the most 
common surviving Hellenistic coins 
and provide a fitting reminder of the 
remarkable dynasty of Greek Phar- 
aohs that ruled the “Land of the 
Pyramids” for almost 300 years. •

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From Rags to Riches! 


D arkness comes early 
on late November after- 
noons in Mesilla, New 
Mexico. Save for the modern ameni- 
ties dictated by time, the scene is lit- 
tle different from United States 
General Joseph H. Catron’s first 
view of the old town plaza. In August 
1862, Catron led his 1,400-man Cal- 
ifornia Column into Mesilla in pur- 
suit of Colonel John R. Baylor and 
his Texas Mounted troops. The 
Confederate occupation of what was 
then the capital of Arizona Territory 
had lasted less than a year. 

When the Union government was 
reestablished, one of the town’s first 
needs was for circulating currency. 
Obviously, the paper money of the 
Confederacy would not do. Other 
than the pocket change of his troops, 
Catron brought little money with 
him. In the expediency of the mo- 
ment, the general turned to the mer- 
chants, and a scrip was issued. To 
this day, that money remains one of 
the most unusual and least-recorded 
currencies of the Civil War period. 

Paxton Price’s historical Pioneers of 
the Mesilla Valley: 1823-1912 (Las 
Cruces, NM: Yucca Tree Press) de- 
votes but one sentence to the subject: 
“Rebel government actions in the 
Mesilla Valley included the issuance 
of ‘rag money’ printed at Mesilla 
in 1862.” 

The November 1919 issue of 
MehPs Numismatic Monthly (pp. 146- 
47) was more specific. An article by 
L.A. Cardwell begins, “What is 
probably the least known local cur- 
rency issued during the Civil War 
period was the ‘rag money’ printed 
at Mesilla, Arizona Territory (now in 
New Mexico) in 1862.” The author 


gives a well-researched historical 
analysis of the period. In his conclu- 
sion, Cardwell notes:

This “rag money” is very simple in 
design, being a typeset form printed 
on starch filled cloth, hence the 
nickname “rag money.” Of this issue 
the writer has only seen one speci- 
men, a $2.00 piece, in the collection 
of Prof. George Griggs of Messilla 
[sic]. It consists of a promise to pay 
the bearer by Sunquski [sic] & Co. 
at Messilla [sic], Arizona. It is 
known to have been issued in de- 
nominations of $1.00, $2.00 and 
$5.00, though higher denominations 
must have been struck. Of course, 


there is no record as to the number 
of pieces produced. The issue was 
doubtless a limited one as we meas- 
ure such things now and at present 
these pieces are very rare. Possibly 
not a dozen specimens all told of 
this interesting local currency is in 
existence today. 

I visited Mesilla to find more sub- 
stantive information about this cur- 
rency. First, Price stands to be cor- 
rected in his description of the issue 
being a “Confederate matter.” The 
illustration complementing Card- 
well’s story shows the issue date to 
be October 20, 1862, three months 
after the reoccupation of Mesilla by 
Federal forces. Cardwell also quotes 
an 1884 newspaper article that gave 
brief recognition to the issue. “On 
arrival of the ‘California Column’ in 
1862, ten companies were stationed 
there (Mesilla) and the press [where 
several contemporary border news- 
papers were published] was confis- 
cated. Printers were detailed, who 
executed army blanks and ‘rag 
money,’ the only medium of ex- 
change then in circulation.” 

Information on the issuer, J.

Monthly f November 1919. The scrip was issued by federal troops in October 1 862 
to fill an immediate need for circulating currency. 
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Only in Mesilla:

as a territorial capi- 
tol and courthouse. 



Sumowski & Company, was as rare 
as the currency itself. Professor 
George Griggs was another matter. 
Griggs was born in Mesilla in 1869. 
His father was a partner with Joseph 
Reynolds, and together the two ran 
the merchandising firm of Reynolds 
and Griggs. The building that 
housed their first store still stands on 
the west side of the town plaza. 
Griggs’ mother, the former Eugenia 
Ascarate, was the daughter of a well- 
to-do Spanish land-grant family. 

When Griggs was 8 years old, his 
father was killed in an accident, and 
the boy was sent to a school in Cali- 
fornia. Later, he attended Regis Col- 
lege in Denver. Long before gradua- 
tion, Griggs had decided that a 
merchant’s life was not for him. 
Travel was more to his liking. His 
fluency in Spanish and quite possibly 
his maternal family connections led 
to an appointment as deputy gover- 
nor of Baja California, a most un- 
usual position for an American citi- 
zen. The fall of Mexican President 
Porfirio Diaz’ administration in 
1910 brought an end to Griggs’ for- 
eign service. 

Returning to Mesilla, Griggs be- 
gan writing and collecting. His His- 
tory of the Mesilla Valley or the Gads- 


den Purchase^ later reprinted as His- 
tory of the Old West, became a text- 
book reference. His collecting led 
him to open the Billy the Kid Mu- 
seum on the town square. It was 
here that he displayed his single 
specimen of Mesilla rag money. The 
signature combination is of particu- 
lar interest to collectors. In addition 
to the signature of the issuer, J. 
Sumowski, is one bearing the name 
E. Ascarate, Griggs’ mother. 

The building that once housed 
the Billy the Kid Museum, and had 
previously served as the territorial 
capitol and courthouse, still stands. 
In its time, it has served as the site of 
the trial and sentencing of William 
H. Bonney, alias Billy the Kid, be- 
fore becoming a watering hole for 
thirsty trail riders. Today its clien- 
tele are tourists seeking souvenirs of 
a day trip into Mesilla’s past. 

George Griggs died in Mesilla on 
November 2 , 1939, taking whatever 
information he knew of the rag 
money with him. The site of his for- 
mer museum boasts many artifacts, 
but an example of the Mesilla rag 
money is not among them. Should 
an example be discovered, the finder 
will literally go from “rags to 
riches,” numismatically speaking. •

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How Many Are Too Many Credit Cards? 


C OIN COLLECTORS ARE a 
Strange lot. How many times 
have we heard that? It is 
hard to deny that we think and act 
differently than other people, but 
that’s their problem. We just have 
different priorities when it comes to 
money and our chosen hobby. 

I recently was made aware of the 
twisted thinking of “regular” folks 
when I read an article cautioning 
people not to fall prey to the temp- 
tation of having too many credit 
cards. It droned on about how hav- 
ing too many cards led to actually 
using them and running up bills that 
could be a burden to repay. 

How silly! We all know credit 
cards are made to be collected, not 
used. Still, I suppose there is a bit of 
truth in the caveat, and besides, 
none of us like to be plagued by 
monthly solicitations for more new 
cards than anyone could possibly use 
or even collect. 

Credit cards are a form of money, 
so they fit in with our hobby inter- 
ests. There even is a collectors’ club 
dedicated to this phase of the hobby 
(American Credit Card Collectors 
Society), and I know of some major 
collections that comprise thousands 
of cards. 

Most of us, however, are content 
to save our old cards and not at- 
tempt a world’s record. I don’t care 
if a company gives me bonus air- 
travel miles for applying, and they 
usually don’t issue the card when 
they learn I’m a numismatist. 

If you subscribe to the theory that 
too many active cards leads to over- 
spending, there is a way to opt out. 
This probably is not a bad idea if 
you are getting too many solicita- 


tions for new cards. It means your 
name has been sold to the people 
who make those offers. There is a

way to get your name off those lists, 
and it only takes a few minutes. 

Call Trans Union’s Opt-Out Re- 
quest Line (800/680-7293) and ask 
to have your name removed from all 
credit-card solicitation lists. Your 
name will he excluded for the next 
two years. If you want your name 
permanently removed, you must re- 
quest and complete a form.

This offering says that serious coin 
collectors, as well as beginners, will 
want to grab these valuable collec- 
tions of presidential coins, so I 
read it over carefully. The attrac- 
tively packaged sets of modern 
United States coins, called “Oval 
Office Coin Collections,” consist of 
as many as eight miscellaneous ex- 
amples of coins picturing a presi- 
dent. One typical package has seven 
Roosevelt dimes mounted on a card- 
hoard flat that shows a flag and 
a presidential portrait. The set is 
packed in a small plastic case. 

Nowhere in the ad is there any 
hint of what the coins might be, nor 
is there any mention of condition or 
date. In the illustration of the Lin- 
coln set, there seems to be a couple 


of Wheatbacks and a couple of steel 
cents; there may be a wartime nickel 
in with the Jeffersons, and Bicen- 
tennial designs in other sets. That 
would be nice, but the ad fails to 
state this. 

As attractive as these sets may 
be, they certainly are not commemo- 
rative collections in the numismatic 
sense, and they probably won’t 
appeal to many serious collectors. 
Even more potential collectors will 
be turned off by the prices, which 
range from $9 to $2 1 .

I am not impressed with the recent 
influx of large silver bars showing 
paper money designs. Perhaps I am 
missing something, but to me they 
seem ugly and don’t make much 
sense. The latest of these silver issues 
feature designs from the new $50 
and $100 bills. They are advertised 
as the Historic First Striking of an 
Extraordinary Silver Proof, the 
World’s First $100 Silver Proof, and 
the New United States $50 Bill 
Struck in Pure Silver Bullion. 

The hype that goes with this offer 
says that each bar contains 124.41 
grams (1,920 grains) of pure silver 
and has a surface area of 30 square 
inches. Each is registered and num- 
bered, and comes with a certificate 
of authenticity. They are housed in a 
deluxe, velvet presentation case. 

These might make nice desk orna- 
ments if they weren’t so expensive, 
but at $99 each, they are no bargain. 
Each bar contains approximately 
4 ounces of pure silver; at today’s 
bullion rate, they would melt at 
about $24, probably what a dealer 
would pay.

A coin dealer in Houston wrote with 
details about one of the most bizarre 
scams to date, involving a hoard of 
10,000 Morgan and Peace dollars. 
The coins are said to be worth $100 
apiece, part of the collateral pledged 
against some property in Houston 
the mastermind of this scam wants 
to purchase. There supposedly also 
is a stash of rubies in India, and 
other assets valued in the millions. 
This man is not very greedy, though; 
he wants only $9 million for his per- 
sonal needs and will give the rest of 
the proceeds to the coin dealer for 
helping to set up arrangements for 
the purchase of the property. 

Among the requests and stipula- 
tions, I thought the most curious 
was the request for a name of some- 
one he could hire as a personal sec- 


retary to live in the garage apart- 
ment of his new house. The kicker 
came when he said he had been in 
federal prison for the past 28 years 
and wanted this property as a place 
to retire when he gets out of jail. 

A quick check revealed that there 
was no such property at the given 
address, and of course the dealer had 
no interest in the silver dollars at any 
price. I wish this fellow well, but 
can’t these ex-jailbirds find a differ- 
ent line of business? 

File #545 

Did you get your 1997 U.S. silver 
Eagles? If you didn’t, you may have 
to settle for the 1998 issue, which is 
exactly the same except for the 
date — so perhaps it doesn’t really 
matter. But that is not what ads from 
a national distributor say. They want 


you to buy immediately, before sup- 
plies run out. The ad I saw makes 
this company sound like the Federal 
Reserve Bank or a distributor that 
supplies other dealers and collectors. 

The ad offers plenty of reasons 
why everyone should buy these bul- 
lion coins at $11.95 each, even 
though your local dealer probably 
has them for half that price. It says 
these are “True Heirlooms of Amer- 
ican History to put in your Estate,” 
and that they offer “A lifetime of Se- 
curity” and “Will never be worth 
less than their face value or the price 
of silver.” The ad didn’t explain that 
the face value is only $1, but it does 
say they can be redeemed anywhere 
American currency is accepted. You 
also learn that these have true col- 
lector value, and you should buy be- 
fore the price of silver skyrockets. •

Whatever the reason for the differ- 
ing dates, these medals were used 
first as gifts, then as trade items. 
Fitz-Roy records two presentations 
in January 1827; neither mentions 
trade or barter. In the first occur- 
rence, the medals were presented to 
the “oldest man and the woman; and 
suspended around their necks.” The 
next presentation is “to each of the 
party,” described as a “larger num- 
ber of Indians.” 

The first mention of trade involv- 
ing the medals comes in February 
1827: “The trade was opened by 
one of the women making a peace- 
offering of a shell necklace, in return 
for which, red caps and medals were 
given to each of the women and 


children.” However, it is evident 
that this exchange was more ceremo- 
nial than barter. The previous day, 
one of the natives had stolen a tin 
pot, and offering the shell necklace 
was the Indians’ way of atoning for 
this transgression. 

The Fuegian natives highly prized 
the medals; another Narrative entry 
in February 1827 reports that “After 
we had obtained, by barter all the 
articles they had to dispose of, I pre- 
sented them with red caps and 
medals, of which they were very 
proud: later they requested might 
have a hole drilled through them, 
that they might be suspended by a 
string round their necks.” 

The use of medals as items of 
barter also is mentioned in this re- 
port. In previous exchanges, the 
medals were given more as a token 


of friendship than of trade. This pas- 
sage is the only one that gives the 
impression that the medals them- 
selves were used as an item of barter: 
“an active trade began; in which sev- 
eral otter skins, shell necklaces, 
spears, and other trifles, were ob- 
tained from them in exchange for 
beads, buttons, medals, &c.” 

No further reference is found to 
medals as gifts or as trade items. 
Perhaps Fitz-Roy did not feel it was 
warranted. If this intensity of use 
continued throughout the voyage, 
hundreds must have been distrib- 
uted. The final reference to medals 
was entered about April 6, 1830: 

The next day a party ascended the 
Mountain de la Cruz, to deposit 
a pewter plate, on which were cut 
the names of the ship and officers. 

At the summit they found a pile

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of stones made by Captain Fitz Roy, 
which they left undisturbed, but 
made another, in which a bottle 
was placed, containing the little 
Spanish coin, and copies, on vellum, 
of the memorials we had formerly 
taken from it, also several English 
coinSj and some medals. The bottle 
was corked, covered with resin, 
and enveloped in sheet lead. Our 
party returned in the evening, hav- 
ing been seven hours in going up 
and descending. 

It appears that Lt. Skyring made 
a habit of leaving small “memo- 
rials” at the tops of mountains he 
climbed in the course of his survey- 
ing duties. 

A Catalogue of British Historical 
Medals 1760-1960 by Laurence 
Brown lists the 1826 piece in copper 
or bronze (BMH #1262). Specimens 


dated 1827 also are noted in copper 
or bronze, and brass (BMH #1314). 
All are rated very rare; the 1828 ex- 
ample is not listed. The medals re- 
covered from the top of Mt. Skyring 
seem to be the first 1828-dated spec- 
imens reported. The piece is pic- 
tured in color in an article entitled 
“Tierra del Fuego” in Secret Comers 
of the World (1982), though its metal 
content is not noted. Based on its 
grey appearance, the medal looks 
like silver; however, this cannot be 
ascertained. In October 1996, a brass 
specimen sold by a dealer in the 
United Kingdom as an 1826 in fact 
was an 1828. 

Were they struck with different 
dates to coincide with the expe- 
dition’s projected duration? This 
sounds like planning to the nth 
degree, but not unheard of. The 


National Antarctic Expedition of 
1901-04 aboard the Discovery, com- 
manded by Robert F. Scott, pro- 
vided itself with award medals for 
“Antarctic Sports,” to he presented 
to members of the expedition for 
athletic contests held on November 
9, 1902, the king’s birthday, while 
on the Antarctic continent. 

Two other possibilities exist. The 
Adventure and the Beagle made sev- 
eral trips to Montevideo and Rio de 
Janeiro (about May 1827 and October/ 
November 1828). The 1828 visit was 
noted as follows: “On the 13th ol 
October, we sailed for Rio de Janeiro 
to procure some stores, which had 
been sent from England for our use 
. . .” Additional medals could have 
been received with these supplies, or 
they could have been manufactured 
in South America.

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From the number of times the 
medals are mentioned in Fitz-Roy’s 
Narrative, it can be assumed that 
these pieces were used extensively 
for presentation to the natives of 
Tierra del Fuego (as friendship or 
peace medals). They also were used 
in trade and barter. Medals still were 
available for placement atop Moun- 
tain de la Cruz in April 1830. 

One gets the impression hundreds 
were used. While it appears that 
a substantial quantity was minted, 
what makes these medals rare is 
that most were distributed in a re- 
mote part of the world to primitive 
inhabitants who carried them to 
their graves. •

“50 States” Quarters 
Spark Cooperation 

The hobby’s two largest organiza- 
tions will launch a series of programs 
to aggressively promote numismatics 
in conjunction with next year’s in- 
troduction of the “50 States” com- 
memorative quarter dollars. Leaders 
of the ANA and the Professional 
Numismatists Guild (PNG) believe 
the 1999 release of the first five 
coins presents an outstanding oppor- 
tunity to increase the public’s appre- 
ciation of numismatics and boost 
hobby participation. 

ANA and PNG leaders met for 
two hours in Orlando, Florida, dur- 


ing the Florida United Numisma- 
tists (FUN) convention in January 
and agreed to conduct joint meetings 
three or four times each year to plan 
for the long-term growth of the 
hobby. Cooperative programs will be 
established in the coming months. 
One possibility is a coin collecting 
starter kit, similar to the successful 
PNG Pennyboard^"^ that will focus on 
the new series of quarters.

Richard J. Schwary, PNG presi- 
dent, explains, “The ANA is a valu- 
able, educational resource, and we 
want to increase the Association’s 
membership and support programs 
that will benefit ANA members.” 
Members of the ANA Board of Gov- 
ernors and the PNG Board of Di- 
rectors will get together during the 
ana’s National Money Show, 
March 19-21, in Cincinnati, Ohio.

OBITUARIES 


ADELINE I. BEBEE-LM NO 

Adeline I. Bebee, widow of Aubrey 
E. Bebee, died on January 10 in 
Omaha, Nebraska. The Bebees were 
the ana’s greatest benefactors. 

Says ANA President Anthony 
Swiatek, “The numismatic hobby has 
lost the last member of a great col- 
lecting couple who changed the nu- 
mismatic world. While we are sad- 
dened by Adeline’s passing, we can 
take comfort not only in her gifts to 
the ana’s Money Museum, but also 
in how she and Aubrey touched so 
many of us. We will always remem- 
ber Adeline for her love of the hobby 
and her generosity to all who have 
discovered its wonders.” 

Adeline Dorsey met Aubrey Bebee 
while she worked for the Illinois Bell 
Telephone Company in the late 
1920s. After marrying in 1930, the 
couple operated an “apartment 
hotel” in Chicago and entered the 
world of numismatics. In 1941 they 
opened their first coin shop in 
Chicago, where they remained until 
1952. They then moved to Omaha, 
where Adeline’s mother and four sis- 
ters lived, and continued their nu- 
mismatic business there until they 
retired in 1991. 

Adeline Bebee stood at her hus- 
band’s side in 1967 when he paid a 
then-record $46,000 for a 1913 Lib- 
erty Head nickel. She again was with 
him when he purchased another 
great numismatic rarity, an 1804 
Class III Bust dollar. The couple 
later donated both coins, valued at $1 
million each, to the ANA Money 
Museum in Colorado Springs, Col- 
orado. Their generosity to the ANA 
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Adeline I. and Aubrey E. Bebee 

did not stop here, however. The Be- 
bees also donated to the ANA books 
and rare coins, including an 1854 


Kellogg & Co. $20 gold piece; 
Swedish copper plate money, exam- 
ples of “odd and curious” money; 
and the world’s foremost collection 
of United States paper money. Many 
notes in the Bebee collection are dis- 
played not only in the ANA’s Money 
Museum, but also on its Internet site 
(www.money.org). 

Adeline Bebee joined the ANA in 
1940 and worked hand-in-hand 
with her husband in numismatics 
until his death in 1992. They were 
organizers and charter members 
of the Professional Numismatists 
Guild, fellows of the American Nu- 
mismatic Society and long-standing 
members of the International Asso- 
ciation of Professional Numisma- 
tists. Together they received the 



ANA’s Lifetime Achievement Award 
and Medal of Merit, as well as its 
highest recognition, the Farran 
Zerhe Memorial Award for Distin- 
guished Service. 

Adeline Bebee is survived by her 
sister, Mrs. Gilbert O’Keefe of 
Omaha; and several nieces and 
nephews. The family requests that 
memorial contributions be made to 
the Calvary Baptist Church, 3903 
Cuming St., Omaha, NE 68131.

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Grading Classic Head Quarter Eagles 


T he Classic Head quar- 
ter eagle (1834-39) was the 
first coin of this denomina- 
tion to circulate in large numbers. 
Congress passed new legislation in 
1834 altering the standards for 
United States gold coins, lowering 
their weight to a realistic level that 
permitted them to circulate freely 
rather than being hoarded for their 
bullion value. 

Although the basic Capped Head 
Liberty design was retained, it was 
altered by removal of Liberty’s cap 
and the motto E PLURIBUS UNUM. 
These changes, plus slightly smaller 
diameters for both the quarter and 
half eagles, readily distinguished the 
new coins from the old. 

The demand for circulating gold 
coins was such that fairly large num- 
bers were coined over the next few 
years. Assisting in this extensive 
coinage were two timely develop- 
ments — France repaid, in gold, a 
debt dating from the Napoleonic 
Era; and the Georgia and Carolina 
gold mines began production. This 
newly mined bullion led to the es- 
tablishment of federal branch mints 
at Dahlonega, Georgia, and Char- 
lotte, North Carolina, in 1835. Be- 
fore the Civil War forced their clo- 
sure in 1861, these mints coined 
gold pieces exclusively. 

Classic Head quarter eagles sur- 
vive more or less in proportion to 
their respective mintages, but the 
vast majority of extant pieces are in 
circulated condition. Most grade 
from Fine to Very Fine and have 
been cleaned at some time in their 
history. Depending on the harshness 
of the cleaning, such coins may not 
be acceptable for certification by 
third-party grading services such as 


Numismatic Guaranty Corporation 
(NGC). This applies to coins dam- 
aged by circulation as well. Because

Classic Head quarter eagles actually 
were used in daily circulation, 
they’re often found with dents and 
scratches. Again, the severity of such 
flaws determine whether a coin will 
be accepted for third-party grading. 

Sharpness of strike is the biggest 
variable when grading these coins. 
This type is noted for indistinct cen- 
ters, and this is particularly notice- 
able at and directly above Liberty’s 
ear. Official A.N.A. Grading Stand- 
ards for United States Coins addresses 
this issue, noting that “Pieces dated 
1836 and 1837 are softly struck at 
the center, and except for 1838 and 
1839, the earlier dates are almost 
never well struck up in the hair 
curls.” Armed with this information 
and the book, you’ll find it fairly 
simple to grade these coins. The il- 
lustrations and descriptions are quite 
straightforward. 

Mint-state examples of the Classic 
Head type are somewhat scarce and 
concentrated mostly in just two 
dates, 1834 and 1836. Gem speci- 
mens of any date are very rare in this 
series. For example, NGC has certi- 
fied only eight coins of this type as 
MS-65 and none finer (as of Octo- 
ber 1997). Six of these gems are 


dated 1834, and the remaining two 
are dated 1838. Most collectors will 
have to settle for a coin graded 
MS-63 or lower, as the supply of su- 
perior pieces is very limited. 

Among the relatively small popu- 
lation of mint-state specimens, there 
is some variation in surface quality. 
Semi-prooflike coins can be found 
for the more available dates, such as 
1834, but most have frosty surfaces. 
Examples that have not been cleaned 
typically show a bit of orange or rus- 
set toning around their peripheries, 
and this can be quite attractive. The 
branch-mint coins generally are not 
as well made as their Philadelphia 
Mint counterparts, but the southern

mints turned out better gold coins at 
this time than they would a couple 
of decades later. It’s mostly low 
mintages that account for the small 
population of choice pieces. 

While the typical collector is 
seeking only a single piece to repre- 
sent the Classic Head quarter eagle 
type, collecting this series by date 
and mint is feasible if one is not too 
fussy about condition. A few special- 
ists have even begun assembling 
these coins by varieties, continuing 
the work started decades ago by the 
late Walter Breen. • 
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Perilous PVC 


D espite that the perils 
of polyvinyl chloride holders 
have been widely known 
for many years, each new year brings 
more questions about their use for 
long-term storage of coins. If your 
coins are in this type of holder, 
please remove them immediately 
and store them safely! 

Q. Recently, I noticed that a few 
uncirculated silver dollars that were 
stored in PVC flips for 20+ years 
have developed a cloudy surface. 
Two of them have a somewhat sticky 
residue with greenish tinges on the 
reeding. Is there a way to safely re- 
move this residue without harming 
the coin? I would like to remove the 
coating before storing the coins cor- 
rectly. Your assistance is appreciated.

A. First, for the benefit of newer 
readers, (and perhaps as a useful re- 
fresher for some “long-timers”), I’d 
like to review some of the properties 
of and precautions regarding poly- 
vinyl chloride holders, or “PVC 
flips.” Briefly, they are made with a 
plasticizer to make them soft and 
pliable; over time, this plasticizer 
will, in many cases, react with the 
copper contained in the coins stored 
within. The initial signs of this reac- 
tion often appear as a cloudy film on 
the coins’ surfaces; later stages may 
show up as green, sticky globules. 

PVC holders generally are fine for 
very short-term storage, and are 
even advantageous for such because 
they are easy to use and virtually 
non-abrasive. However, use for 
longer than a few weeks to a few 
months is increasingly dangerous. 


because you can’t accurately predict 
when the holder will begin to react 
with the coin it contains. High tern-

perature and humidity accelerate the 
process, as do older holders. 

As long as the contamination 
has not eaten into the surface of 
the coin, it usually can be removed 
safely. Trichlorotrifluoroethane, 
commercially marketed in the past as 
Dissolve^*^ in the numismatic hobby 
and TF^*^ solvent elsewhere, often 
did a good job; however, it no longer 
is made and is difficult to obtain. (It 
is a fluorocarbon, which is damaging 
to the ozone layer.) 

Other solvents that often success- 
fully remove this contamination are 
MS70™, Blue Ribbon™ profes- 
sional coin cleaner and preservative, 
and acetone. This particular Blue 
Ribbon product leaves behind a thin 
layer of protective lubricant that 
may or may not be desired; the other 
two products often favorably remove 
contamination if you immerse the 
coin and swish it about. Stubborn 
areas may require careful use of a 
cotton swab dipped in solvent. 

Do not attempt this or any other 
cleaning unless you are thoroughly 
familiar with the process. Experi- 
ment on inexpensive coins first, and 
seek advice from and demonstrations 


by people who are well-versed in 
these products and procedures. 

Q. There’s a problem I need to 
solve. I can walk into any coin show 
in this country and see artificially 
toned and/or enhanced coins la- 
beled, priced and sold as “mint 
state.” But, they are not mint state, 
are they? Probably uncirculated, but 
definitely not in the state as minted! 
The synonymous use of “uncircu- 
lated” and “mint state” needs to be 
discontinued. In a time of much coin 
doctoring, it’s misleading, poten- 
tially deceptive and often wrong. 
Let’s fix this!

A. Although perhaps a bit mislead- 
ing, the term “mint state” for a coin 
that has never seen circulation is, at 
least for now, firmly entrenched in 
our hobby. I suspect that nearly all 
those who collect mint-state coins 
understand that lower-grade mint- 
state (uncirculated) pieces may have 
problems created outside the mint, 
but the coins still merit a “mint state” 
designation because they never 
reached circulation. 

As for artificially toned or other- 
wise enhanced coins being sold as 
mint state, this certainly (and very 
unfortunately) occurs, but is nearly 
impossible to prove because of the 
subjectivity involved in coin evalu- 
ation and grading. Even experts 
vehemently disagree on some coins. 
Ultimately, the best solution is 
consumer education. For example, 
collectors should look at many coins, 
talk to experts, attend coin shows 
or take an ANA Summer Confer- 
ence course. •

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AUCTION INSIGHTS

Everything is relative. Is a teaspoon 
of sand significant? Not if we are 
talking about measuring the size of a 
beach, but thrown in your eye, well, 
that would be different. And so it is 
with coins. I get all kinds of tele- 
phone calls. Everything from “I’ve 
got a Lincoln cent with a fdled ‘E,’” 
to the exciting ones like “I’ve got the 
Atwater 1802 half dime in About 
Uncirculated condition.” I think that 
is what makes numismatics so inter- 
esting. You never know what the 
next call will bring. 

Over the years, we have had many 
outstanding sales. The auction at the 
Florida United Numismatists (FUN) 
show in January was a prime exam- 
ple of the type we love to produce. I 
would like to have a Donald Carter 
gold collection for every auction, but 
it isn’t always possible. Heritage 
Numismatic Auctions is not going 
to get every deal, and I realize that. 
The competition in our cottage in- 
dustry is positive, for it constantly 
reminds me that all we have to sell is 
service. C^oins aren’t exactly in the 
mainstream of America, although 
given the spending habits of some of 
our better bidders, their spouses 
probably would take exception. 

Some years ago, when we were lo- 
cated in the West End, I received a 
call from a gentleman who said he 
would like to come down to our of- 
fices and visit. An hour later, a di- 
sheveled man of somewhere between 
50 and 60 showed. I low disheveled? 
Well, if it had been night and I saw 
this guy approaching, I would cross 


the street. Not that I’m quick to 
jump to conclusions, you under- 
stand, but I’m so compulsive, impul- 
sive and impetuous, I immediately 
assumed that this man thought we 
were either the downtown Dallas 
blood bank or the “It’ll Do” tavern 
(an actual Dallas oasis serving thirsty 
patrons for over 50 years). 

Once this man began discussing 
coins, however, it was obvious he 
had some significant pieces: a 12- 
piece type set of gold, a complete set 
of Indian quarter eagles, some desir- 
able proof type coins and a group of 
better-date dollars. He gave me his 
address, and we agreed to meet later 
that week. 

Two days later, my vehicle turned 
onto the Houston St. viaduct to go 
to Oak Cliff, an ominous Dallas sub- 
urb known only to those of us who 
were raised there. Oak Cliff is not 
one of those areas of urban concen- 
tration where you would expect to 
find coins, and this gentleman’s resi- 
dence was typical of the neighbor- 
hood. However, this man could talk 
coins, so I wasn’t overly concerned. 

The young lady who greeted me 
at the door was, to say the least, aes- 
thetically pleasing to my optic 
nerves. She had long, brown hair 
that complemented her jet black 
clothes perfectly. Now I don’t know 
a Hermes^'^ product from one pur- 
chased at K-Mart^^, but it appeared 
to me that from the way her clothes 
fit, they were designed by either 
Sherwin-Williams™ or the Dutch 
Boy^”^. I mean this lady never even 
saw a McDonald’s™ burger, much 
less consumed one. 

I immediately surmised that this 
must be the daughter of the gentle- 
man I had come to visit and promptly 
voiced this observation. As it turned 
out, however, she was his wife. Off 
to an inauspicious start, I mum- 


bled some innocuous partial sen- 
tences and wished I could curl 
up behind the ottoman like one of 
the many cats roaming freely about 
the house. 

Fortunately, I was saved by the 
conversation between the two peo- 
ple I was visiting. “You’ve put all 
your money into these coins and that 
is why we don’t have a washing ma- 
chine. You never spend anything on 
yourself; you look like a bum. I hate 
this dump of a house.” Just where I 
needed to be — in the middle of a do- 
mestic dispute. 

While “Disheveled” and “Dutch 
Boy” proceeded to argue the merits 
of coin collecting, I made the brief- 
est inventory in the history of Her- 
itage Numismatic Auctions. Between 
pen strokes, I learned that selling 
was her idea so they could move out 
of Oak Cliff and acquire some pos- 
sessions of a more utilitarian value. 
Just as the decibels were reaching an 
intolerable state, I got a signature on 
the contract and interrupted their 
yelling long enough to say adios. 

When settlement came a few 
months later, we noted a new ad- 
dress. There was also a written re- 
quest from Disheveled to make the 
check payable to Dutch Boy. I’m not 
going to take sides, but coins are a 
means, not an end. We are all just 
their caretakers until they are passed 
on to another. •

T he mission of The Nu?nis- 
matist, the official publication 
of the American Numismatic 
Association, is to educate and pro- 
vide a forum for the interchange of 
ideas. It serves as a refreshing review 
for the experienced collector and as 
an introduction to essential concepts 
for the less experienced. The staff and 
contributing editors of The Numis- 
matist welcome the opportunity to 
review well-written, well-conceived 
articles displaying original, docu- 
mented research. 

Authors of afticles published in the 
magazine receive $2.75 per column 
inch, with bonuses available to those 
who provide usable photographs or il- 
lustrations and/or furnish material for 
photographic reproduction. Incidental 
expenses incurred by the author in 
preparation of an article may be reim- 
bursed, subject to prior approval. 

Published articles also are eligible 
for the Heath Literary Award, which is 
presented annually to authors whose 
articles are judged outstanding contri- 
butions to The Numismatist. A silver 
medal and $250 is awarded for first 
place, a bronze medal and $100 for 
second place, and a bronze medal for 
third place. Articles displaying original 
and comprehensive research in U.S. 
numismatics are eligible for the Wayte 
and Olga Raymond Memorial Award, 
which includes a prize of $400 for first 
place and $200 for second. Articles 
about United States bank notes are 
considered for the Catherine Sheehan 
Award for U.S. Paper Money Studies, 
with $100 for first place and $50 
for second. 

MANUSCRIPTS 

Manuscripts should be relevant to the 
study of numismatics, present new in- 
fonnation, and/or constitute a contri- 
bution to numismatic education. The 
author is directly responsible for all 
statements made in the manuscript. 
The American Numismatic Associa- 
tion purchases first North American 
serial rights. Manuscripts are accepted 
with the understanding that they have not 
been submitted to or published by other 
publications. Manuscripts should be 
typed and double-spaced on 8V2 x 11- 


inch, white bond paper. Computer 
printouts should be letter quality. Sub- 
missions on computer disk (5- or 37:- 
inch) are preferred, provided they are 
formatted in ASCII (with no carriage 
returns) and accompanied by a hard copy. 
The author’s name and full street 
address must appear on the first page, 
along with day and evening telephone 
numbers, and, if available, fax number. 
Suggested article length is 4 to 12 
double-spaced, typewritten pages. 

Manuscripts, including illustrations 
(photographs, drawings, graphs, etc,), 
should be sent to the Editor, The Nu- 
tnismatist, 818 North Cascade Avenue, 
Colorado Springs, CO 80903-3279. 
The author should retain a copy of the 
manuscript for reference. The Pub- 
lications Department reserves the right to 
edit all material. 

ILLUSTRATIONS 

Legends or captions for illustrations 
should be typed on a separate sheet of 
paper, with a number that accurately 
corresponds to each illustration. Pho- 
tographs, preferably high-quality, 
black-and-white glossy prints, should 
not be attached to the manuscript. 
The face of the photograph should not 
be retouched or labeled in any way. If 
an author lacks photographic facilities, 
numismatic material can be sent to 
The Numismatist for reproduction. 

AUTHOR’S BIOGRAPHY 

Authors should submit a brief biog- 
raphy (100 words or less) that includes 
pertinent information, such as place of 
birth, professional background, hobby 
interests and affiliations, and numis- 
matic awards or accomplishments.
